With its mission to spark 
imagination and foster learning 
for children of all backgrounds 
and abilities and to build strong 
connections within the East End 
community by providing playful 
experiences, the Children’s Museum 
of the East End (CMEE,) located in 
Bridgehampton, NY, is committed 
to providing full and equitable 
access to arts and cultural resources. 
Thad the pleasure of speaking with 
CMEE'% Board Co-Chairs, Carolyn 
Pressly-Ryan, owner of Carolyn 
Pressly Interiors, Dr. Jock Percy, 
the Founder, General Partner, and 
CIO of Pacific Atlantic Ventures 
and General Partner of Lightning 
Capital, as well as CMEE President 
Steve Long. As we unpacked all the 
CMEE has accomplished during 
this time of crisis, it became evident 
that CMEE's leadership has guided 
the organization to go above and 
beyond museum experiences to 
become an essential pillar of the 
local community. 


The East End is one of the most 
ethnically diverse areas on Long 
Island. CMEE analyzed the 
demographics of Eastern Long 
Island and realized that Spanish- 
speaking families compose 1/3 
of the Museum’s attendance. 
Steve provided the following 
statistics, “while Spanish-speaking 
immigrants compose 16% of 
Suffolk County’s population, the 
percentage living in the eastern 


portion of the County is almost 
25%. Immigrants from Colombia, 
Ecuador, Mexico, and other Latin 
American countries now account 
for over 50% of the student 
population in local school districts” 
he said. “This reality sharply 
contrasts with how the Hamptons 
are presented on TV and film, as the 
East End's year-round population is 
among the poorest on Long Island. 
East Hampton, Southampton, and 
Riverhead have the highest rates 
of poverty among Long Island’s 13 
Townships, said Steve.’ : 


Steve explained that CMEE stands 
out in several critical areas, both 
nationally and regionally. “CMEE 
is the only children’s museum in 
the nation currently operating 
a food pantry. It’s the only 
museum in Suffolk County with 
permanent bilingual exhibitions 
and is a provider of family literacy 
programming. It is one of only 
two museums in the country to 
serve as a Head Start Center; he 
said. “In addition, CMEE is the 
only museum on Eastern Long 
Island offering regularly-scheduled 
programming for children with 
disabilities and is the only museum 
on Eastern Long Island offering free 
admission to EBT cardholders,” 
Steve said. 


During the pandemic, CMEE, like 
most organizations, had to swiftly 
transition to virtual fundraising 
events, as they were losing over 
$25,000 per week in admissions, 
membership and event revenue. 
Jock reflected on how the CMEE 
Board stepped up to make sure 
operations would continue. “That's 
a function of crisis, it brings people 
together. We've got such a great 
board of trustees and everybody 
stood up and got together and 
got to work, said Jock. “They are a 
tremendous community and have 
a really solid approach to thinking 
forward. The museum's never 
been in a stronger position as far 
as board engagement, which is an 
upside from an event such as this. “

“Our Board ensured that the 
Museum would not be another 
victim of the crisis. Instead, we 
committed CMEE to serve as 
“first responders,” pivoting to 
address the most critical needs 
of struggling families,’ said Jock. 
A most significant transition was 
the creation of the food pantry 
in response to the needs of the 
community. 


Carolyn cited CMEE’s commitment 


to outreach and to being a 
community hub. This concept 


flourished during the pandemic 
when CMEE’s community. 
outreach staff created grass-roots 
opportunities to meet the families 


outside of the museum setting by 


bringing educational programming 
to the local laundromat. “The 
children were captive audiences 
with nothing to do so we brought 
in educational programming 
while their parents were doing 
their laundry,’ Carolyn said. She 


are leading the effort to update 
our five-year strategic plan and 
we are looking at ways in which 
the museum really has expanded 
beyond the bounds of a brick-and- 
mortar institution. Families know 
they can get their programming 
for their children, some additional 
child care and also some food on 
the table,” said Carolyn.

gam Azevedo's landscape de- 
signs and gardens are living exam- 
ples of beauty outdoors, but they’re also 
visible in other ways. Work by Azevedo, 
a master of the art of landscape design, 
has appeared in numerous magazines, 
on television, in galleries and in books. 
They are works of art that transform 
with time, bringing out new, beautiful 
images as seasons change. 

‘Tve always designed year-round 
landscapes,” says Azevedo, a member 
of the Association of Professional Land- 
scape Designers, the American Horti- 
cultural Society and the Horticultural 
Alliance of the Hamptons, whose work 
has won numerous awards. “It’s an im- 
portant part of sustainable gardening, 
and it’s one of the ways I design proper- 
ties for my clients that feel almost spon- 
taneous.” 

On creating landscapes that main- 
tain an appeal in the winter months, 
although very different from the palette 
during warmer seasons, Azevedo adds, 
“I often use varying hues and textures 
of evergreens to build gradual layers 
and create views that are as dramatic 
from the patio as they are from inside 
the house.” 

Landscapes can look like living paint- 
ings, and Azevedo seems to use plants 
and color almost like brushstrokes, giv- 
ing an artistic appeal al fresco. 

Among the region’s best-known land- 
scape and garden designers, he says he’s 


loved nature and gardening since his 
childhood in Brazil. He studied garden 
and landscape design in England before 
moving to the United States. 

“I founded my firm, Unlimited Earth 
Care, after falling in love with the in- 
credible environments in the Hamp- 
tons,” Azevedo says of the company he 
launched in 1993 and expanded over the 
years. 

In May, Azevedo and Unlimited 
Earth Care opened The Garden Market, 
a plant and flower store in a new, mod- 


ern structure next to Unlimited Earth 
Care’s Bridgehampton headquarters, 
offering a “curated selection of native 
and well-adapted plants, flowers, herbs 
and shrubs.” It is next door to the Gar- 
den Concept Store, Azevedo’s store that 
sells unique garden accessories, plant- 
ers, outdoor furniture and objets d’art. 

He views landscape design as a kind 
of living art form, “using plants and 
flowers and applying careful, deliberate 
planning to a space that in the end feels 
spontaneous and alive.”

Azevedo’s company, Unlimited Earth 
Care, offers landscape design, installa- 
tion, maintenance, lawn care, irrigation 
and other landscaping services. As peo- 
ple spend more time at home, he knows

“‘Tve always designed spaces that 


. expanded life outdoors by creating din- 


ing and living spaces among the flowers 
and butterflies,” he continues. “And this 
year people are looking to do that in a 


‘sustainable way.” 


Azevedo says amid the pandemic, 
“people began to look around at the 
space they had and realize they weren't 
making the most of it.” It was as if 
people woke up to the potential of their 
landscape and the “impact having an 
intentional garden or landscape can 
make.” 

“I also had clients experience their 
gardens in the winter and spring for the 
first time,” he says. “So it was wonder- 
ful to hear how happy it made them to 
watch their cherry trees blossom or see 
snow fall around their evergreens.”

THE BAN ON BALLOONS BEGINS NEXT JUNE 


BY FINN HARTNETT 


n Tuesday, June 22, the Southampton 
Town Board passed a resolution ban- 
ning the purchase and distribution of bal- 
loons filled with gases lighter than air. The 
resolution proved the board to be willing to 
go a step further than previously existing 
legislation, which had prohibited deliberately 
releasing such balloons into the air. 
Advocates of the new law, such as South- 
ampton’s Sustainability Committee, said 
that the ban on balloons filled with light 
gases will help Southampton’s environment. 
“We have all seen the devastating images of

marine animals who have washed up on our. 


beaches after ingesting balloons or getting 
tangled in the strings attached to the bal- 
loons,” said Southampton Town Councilman 
John Bouvier, who serves as the liaison to the 
Sustainability Committee. 

Another intended effect of the ban is to 
preserve helium, a gas that is common in 
balloons but also sees vital medical use. Liq- 
uid helium is used in many medical testing 
machines, like MRI scanners, to keep super- 
conducting magnets cool. 

Most of Southampton has already been in 
favor of such a balloon ban being passed. A 
poll conducted in 2020 by the Board found 
that 66% of residents supported “prohibiting 
the sale, distribution and releases” of bal- 
loons filled with gases lighter than air. 

After the legislation was officially amend- 
ed, Dieter von Lehsten, who is co-chair of the 
Sustainability Committee, praised the board 
for their efforts. “The pollution created by 
these balloons on our beaches and parks, 
in addition to the havoc they create for our 
wildlife ashore, and especially in the ocean, 
needed a strong message, which you deliv- 
ered,” von Lehsten said. 

The new law will go into effect on June 1, 
2022. 


GOP: Zeldin Presumptive 
Gubernatorial Nominee

.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) clinched enough 

support from Republican leaders across New 
York State to emerge as the presumptive nominee in 
next year’s gubernatorial election, the state GOP an- 
nounced Monday. : 

Zeldin, who represents the East End but has 
been traveling across the state to build support 
for his campaign, drew 85% of the vote in a straw 
poll among the GOP’s county leaders statewide, 
the party said. The congressman has taken aim in 
recent months at Gov. Andrew Cuomo, whose pros- 
pects for a fourth term dimmed following a string of 
scandals that sparked NY State’s first impeachment 
inquiry in more than a century. 

“He is raising the resources we need to be com- 
petitive and he is a fighter who has what it takes to 
fire Andrew Cuomo and return common sense to 
New York,” State GOP Chairman Nick Langworthy 
said in an email to supporters. 

Zeldin gained national exposure in being among 
the most prominent defenders of former President 


Donald Trump during Trump’s two impeachment 
proceedings. Before being elected to Congress in 
2014, he served in the state Senate and in the Iraq 
War. 

- “All across New York, the support has been over- 
whelming, and everyone is all in to fire Andrew 
Cuomo and work each and every day for the next 
year and a half to get the job done,” Zeldin said. 

Despite Zeldin earning presumptive nominee 
status, he could still face a primary from fellow gu- 
bernatorial hopefuls Andrew Giuliani, former New 
York City Mayor Rudy Giuliani’s son, ex-Westches- 
ter County Executive Rob Astorino and others. 

Should his frontrunner status hold, Zeldin will 
likely forgo re-election to Congress, leaving a va- 
cant seat for who will represent the Hamptons and - 
the North Fork in the House of Representatives. 
Democratic candidates have already been lining up 
in that race, with Suffolk County Legislator Kara 
Hahn (D-Setauket) recently throwing her hat in the 
ring after Suffolk County Legislator Bridget Flem- 
ing (D-Noyac) announced her second run at the 
seat. 
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Truck Beach Protest Staged on June-27 


SUNDAY’S PROTEST AT TRUCK BEACH

he argument over a stretch of sand in Amagan- 
sett has been going back and forth between fish- 
ermen and residents of the area almost as often as 
the tides roll in and out. East Hampton’s commercial 
fishermen—who have been fishing the waters here 
for over 300 years—staged a protest on Sunday at 
~ the end of Marine Boulevard in Napeague by driv- 
_ ing their trucks onto what has come to be known, for 
obvious reasons, as Truck Beach. 
“The Town of East Hampton is begrudgingly en- 
_ forcing a New York State court order prohibiting off- 
roaders from driving on Truck Beach in Napeague 
after the town recently lost a lawsuit over access. 
After a panel of appeals court judges in February 
overturned a lower court’s ruling that the beach was 
public and not private land, the court and town ini- 
tially still allowed drivers access to go fishing at the 
about 4,000-foot stretch of sand west of Napeague 


State Park. But on June 4 the court granted a group 
of homeowners a temporary restraining order pro- 
hibiting any public access at all, nixing the surf- 
caster exemption, while the town considers its next 


move,” reported Timothy Bolger in Dan’s Papers 


earlier this week. 

About 40 trucks took part in the convoy, which 
drove down Marine Boulevard, drove almost a mile 
down the beach, then turned around and drove off. 

It’s not the first time the local fishermen, and 
their many allies, have used civil disobedience to 
get their point across. When haulseining (fishing for 
mostly striped bass from flat bottomed dory boats, 
with nets) was banned in 1990 by the DEC, a pro- 
test was staged at the local Amagansett beach with 
Billy Joel, Town Supervisor Tony Bullock and many 
other luminati joining in the haulseining party and 
getting led away in cuffs. The book Men’s Lives by 
Peter Matthiessen, and the adaptation for the stage 
by Joe Pintauro, which was the first production at 


the Bay Street Theater, were odes to the baymen of 
Long Island and their dying way of life. 

The property owners’ battle with the commercial 
fishermen has been ongoing for generations. 

According to attorney John Armentano of Farrell 
Fritz P.C., “In an action pursuant to RPAPL Article 
15, the plaintiffs, a group of Amagensett property 
owners, claimed unencumbered ownership to 
Truck Beach based on a 1882 deedfrom the Trust- 
ees to Arthur W. Benson (Benson Deed) conveying 
fee title to approximately 1,000 acres of prime real 
estate, which included the subject property,” writes 
Armentano for Long Island Land Use and Zoning 
(lilanduseandzoning.com). 

“The Benson Deed contained the following reser- 
vation: And also except and reserved to the inhabit- 
ants of the Town of East Hampton the right to land 
fish boats and netts [sic] to spread the netts [sic] on 
the adjacent sands and care for the fish and mate- 
rial as has been customary heretofore on the South 
Shore of the Town lying Westerly of these conveyed 
premises.” 

The fishermen gain their livelihood at the ocean’s 
edge; the homeowners claim that the trucks pose a 
danger to others. Although no politicians were pres- 
ent at the protest, the boundaries of Truck Beach 
were clearly delineated by stakes and signs posted 
before the rally. 

“Finding the reservation contained in the Benson 
Deed akin to a public use easement, the Appellate 
Division did not expand the public’s use beyond 
fishing and fishing related purposes. As a result, 
the Trustees are now prohibited from issuing per- 
mits for vehicles to park and drive on Truck Beach,” 
writes Armentano. 

According to the baymen, they will continue to 
exercise their right to civil protest at Truck Beach 
throughout the summer. 


BHCCRC Recieves $100,000 Grant to 
Bolster Workforce Training Program

Care & Recreational Center (BHCCRC) an- 
nounced that their specialized education and work- 
force training program, “Teach Me How to Fish,” had 
received a $100,000 grant from the Long Island Racial 
Equity Donor Collaborative (LIREDC) and the Long 
Island Community Foundation (LICF). 

Teach Me How to Fish, which was founded last year, 
aims to shrink the wealth gap on the East End by 
providing training opportunities in science, technol- 
ogy, engineering, real estate, art and mathematics to 
low-income Black residents. “Teach Me How to Fish 
is not just a program—it's a transformative strategy. A 
strategy, centered on economic equity, to drive upward 
economic and social mobility and allow the dreams of 


all our community members to become a reality,” said 
Lukas Weinstein, one of the founders of the program. 
The grant provided by the LIREDC and LICF will 
help Teach Me How to Fish expand its reach, in turn 
helping more residents find higher-paying jobs and 
more fulfilling careers. “The Center is living in grati- 
tude for this opportunity to grow and expand Teach 


Me How to Fish. The data shows what many Black _ 


people already knew—there is a big gap in economic 
equity on the East End. I have dreamed of being able 
to help those teens, not able to attend college for fear 
of crushing debt and high school grades and adults in 
need of higher wages,” said Bonnie Michelle Cannon, 
the Executive Director of the BHCCRC.

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Help, Finally: 


How a Pop-Up Can Solve the Problem of Phone Service Collapsing

here are a lot of 

pop-up: stores in 
the Hamptons. They 
pop up in our down- 
towns in July, then, like 
The Lone Ranger, ride off 
into the sunset in September. 

We never used to have pop-ups. 
In my day, we had mom and pop 
stores. You could go toa mom and 
pop and buy popcorn and a Nehi 
soda pop. But those soda pop, 
popcorn-popping mom and pops 
are now all gone. 

Tesla, the automaker, had a 
pop-up on Newtown Lane for a 
couple of summers. You could 
put your money down. There was 
a long wait for a car. Then you 
would come back in October and 
they'd have skedaddled. It was 
very easy to do. They had every- 
thing they needed right there. They'd 
just pack everything up—the cardboard 
picture of the car, the pretty young 
people, the video screen and computer, 
the swatches of the different kinds of 
upholstery—and like Hopalong Cassidy, 
ride off into the sunset in their just-for- 
a-test-drive, not-for-sale Tesla and leave 
you looking at the skidmarks and tire 
tracks, holding the bag and shouting, 

“Where's my Tesla? 

Okay, I made all that up. They do 
make a great car. 

But I think there is room for the sum- 
mer for a pop-up. It involves cellphone 
towers. 

Every Friday about noon here in the 
Hamptons, the Wi-Fi service slows 
down and the cellphone signal goes 
busy. You can’t make a call until mid- 
night. It’s people from the city, in that 
long line of cars going stop and go on 
the Montauk Highway, all very excited 
about getting out here. They rag out 
their cellphones. 

“Well, we made it!” they say to 
somebody they know. “We're in the

Hamptons!” 

Truth is, everyone in the Hamptons is 
in favor of having more cellphone towers 
to solve this problem, but not where they 
blocks their view. Verizon wants to build 
a hundred-foot tower in the woods. Peo- 
ple living in the woods yell, “stop.” AT&T 
wants to put a cellphone tower inside a 
church steeple. That isn’t acceptable ei- 
ther. Even though people wouldn’t see 
it, they'd know that the cellphone tow- 
ers were up there and could interfere 
with the communications between the 
congregation and the Lord. Put it inside 
some other church’s steeple. 

The solution here is obvious. Build 
the telephone towers as pop-ups. Dig 
a hole a hundred feet into the ground. 
Drop into this hole a hundred-foot cell 
tower. At noon on Fridays three months 
a year, have a horn issue three honks to 
alert people to back away, then press a 
button and have an underground jack 
push up the tower until, with a pop, it 
snaps into place. Then leave it up there 
until midnight to handle the overloaded 
cellphone service, after which it issues

more honks and drops back down. 

And you know what? The people liv- 
ing nearby will still object to it. They'll 
know that the tower’s there, even though 
for 156 hours of every 168 hours a week 
it won't be visible, and this for only two 
months a year. By the way, nobody calls 
when they are leaving. 


PARKING IN SAG HARBOR 

I’m not exactly sure what the parking 
laws are this year in Sag Harbor, but I 
can tell you this.

he excitement of a small-town Fourth of July 
parade; the carefully-decorated floats, the 
slightly out-of-tune bands, children dancing on the 
sidelines. It’s the innocent quintessence of summer 


in the United States. 


And now Sag Harbor’s Joe Lauro, founder and 
president of the Greenport-based Historic Films ar- 
chive, has unveiled a new film restoration project—a 
gorgeously preserved record of East Hampton’s 1915 
July Fourth parade, complete with Civil War veter- 
ans, handmade floats, a group of girls scarf dancing 
and onlookers pointing, whispering and having a 
grand old time. 


Earlier this year, Lauro was given a dusty old reel 
of film that had been stored at LTV East Hampton 
studios in Wainscott. “You never know what you're 
going to find when you open something like that 
up,” marvels Lauro, a longtime collector of audio 
and film recordings. . 

But this went beyond even his expectations, and 
he’s seen a lot. This reel came from the—at the time 
ubiquitous—Pathé News, and was most likely one of 
a few shorts shown before a main feature in a re- 
gional movie theater. 

The footage was shot the year that Hollywood star 
Hurd Hatfield of Sag Harbor was born. President 
Woodrow Wilson had been in the White House for 
four months (to the day), and at the beginning of

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April, the U.S. had entered into WWI. Patriotic pas- 
sion and hope were in the air. 

It was still 23 years before the Hurricane of 1938, 
and trees that years later would be ripped up by the 
roots still line the dusty East Hampton Main Street. 

So how did this film come to be? “The newsreel 
companies would often send a ‘stringer’ to cover 
a local event and the footage would just be shown 
in theaters in the area for local interest,” Lauro 
explains. “It was usually included in their. general 
newsreel release—typically two hit the theaters each 
week.” 

It was a one-in-a-million find, since 80% of the ni- 
trate film reels used in the early days were discarded 


_ and destroyed. The American branch of Pathé went 


belly up only 20 years after the East Hampton short, 
and Pathé reels became even harder to obtain. 

“We cleaned, and then transferred, the 1915 film in 
6.5K using our Laser Graphics scanner,” says Lauro. 
“The original scan is archived and I intend to doll it 
up as a special gift to the town for July Fourth,” he 
says. 

Historian and archivist at LTV, Genie Henderson 
told Lauro that the 1915 film came to LTV via Aver- 
ill Geus, a local resident and elder historian. “Her 
father was Frank Dayton who, among many other 
things, was an amateur photographer in the 1920s 
and ’30s. Not sure exactly how he came to have the 
film but the footage itself is a ‘special’ excerpt shot 
by the American Pathé Newsreel company,” Lauro 
says. “The first American Pathé newsreels began in 
1914 and there’s very little that still exists in its origi- 
nal nitrate native form from those early years.” 

He recently screened the short for his staff. His- 
toric Films, the passion project that quickly grew to 
become a leading source for vintage entertainment 
footage, musical performance and archival stock 


footage, just celebrated 30 years, and has become. 


the go-to for documentarians, network television 
and movie studios. 

But Lauro and his crew didn’t just preserve the 
film. “I’ve finished colorizing it like an old postcard 
and spent days selecting archival audio from 1910s 
and 1920s—sound effects discs in my collection—to 
add some simulated sound,” Lauro says. 

“The most exciting experience for a movie fan 
is to discover a ‘lost’ film such as this fascinating 
find,” says Sag Harborite, author and film authority 
Danny Peary upon viewing the film. “History does 
come alive and I'll bet every East Ender will have a 
different reaction to what we can all see more than 
100 years after the event.” Peary continues, “I think 
of Brigadoon, with our villages’ ghosts magically ap- 
pearing one day each century before returning to 
obscurity.” 

“I’ve begun working with Michael Clark and Genie 
at LTV and plan on housing and digitizing some of 
their other film assets,” says Lauro. “The next one I 
have in mind is a circa 1925 film made for the East 
Hampton Fire Department—it’s amazing,” enthuses 
Lauro. “It shows the workings of the department 
through a simulated fire set in an old building, and 
on a boat—you get to see all the local members at 
work.” 

A chance to see the 1915 East Hampton Indepen- 
dence Day five-minute-plus film is nothing short of 
astonishing. Lauro’s team have brought humanity to 
the screen, as color and sound adds to the ideal of 
an East Hampton that once was. The horse-drawn 
floats clip-clop past the camera, including a spin-

ning windmill and a “Back to the Land” display, but 
even more heartwarming are the children, dancing 
and playing in front of St. Luke’s Church. 

Lauro’s vision for this rescued Fourth of July gem 
was for it to be shown publicly on a big outdoor 
screen this Independence Day somewhere in East 
Hampton—to bring it full circle, and to give it back 
to the community. Unfortunately, no one bit. 


“T’ve hit up a couple of the larger film institutions 
in town,” he says. “One didn’t respond, and one 
couldn’t commit.” 

Allis not lost, however. The 1915 clip is scheduled 
to run locally on LTV and SEA-TV.

“Likely Long Island’s most 
contentious mayoral race this 
year,’ Newsday noted.

In this second term, I believe he will 
complete the rebuilding of the home of 
former slave Pyrrhus Concer as a mu- 
seum, and cause a replica of a colonial 
windmill to grace downtown.

Lorraine Bracco Trades Bridgehampton 
Home, Buys Fames Lipton’s

orraine Bracco seems to be 

downsizing in the Hamptons—or 
is she setting the stage for another 
HGTV series? 

The Sopranos star finally sold 
her Bridgehampton home for $3.8 
million, but she’s not moving far, 
purchasing the late James Lipton’s 
house a few miles away for less than 
half the price. 

Bracco, best known for playing 
Tony Soprano’s therapist, snatched 
up the Old Sag Harbor Road home 
that the Inside the Actors Studio 
host had owned for $1.6 million. 

She closed deal for’ the 
2,044-square-foot home on March 
5, and unloaded her Butter Lane 
abode, twice the size, for $3.8 mil- 


lion on April 8, according to real es- 
tate transfer records. The Corcoran 
Group had both listings. 

Though both Bracco and Lip- 
ton were both longtime South Fork 
residents and regulars at Hamp- 
tons events, Bracco told Behind The 
Hedges through a spokeswoman that 
she didn’t know Lipton. 

However, perhaps, ironically, 
Bracco revealed last summer that 
Lipton could have co-starred with 
her on The Sopranos as the therapist 
for her character, Dr. Jennifer Melfi. 
The role went to Peter Bogdanovich. 

“T know that, and God rest his soul, 
I think that originally they wanted 
to cast, Lipton—what’s his name?” 
Bracco recalled on the Talking So- 
pranos podcast with her co-stars Mi- 
chael Imperioli and Steve Schirripa 


in August 2020. Imperioli jumped 
in, providing his full name. 

Lipton died in March 2020 at the 
age of 93. 

Bracco, who was nominated for 
an Academy Award for her role on 
Goodfellas, said on the podcast that 
she thought their personalities would 
have clashed on The Sopranos set. 

“Now, I happen not to really like 
him,” she said. “I think he’s very 
pretentious, and I would have had a 
hard time with him.”

How to Respond to an 
Object on the Road 


Every year, drivers get into costly accidents by failing to properly 
respond to an object in the road. From braking suddenly for a deer to 
swerving around debris in your path. Split second reactions in these 
moments can carry unexpected consequences and can lead to property 
damage, injury to yourself, your vehicle and others. Here are a few tips 
to help you safely react if something is in your path. 


In the case of wildlife, slow down ahead of time if you think you see 
something in the distance. If an animal jumps in front of your vehicle 
with a short time to react, grip the steering wheel tightly and brace 

for possible impact. You are probably safer if you collide head on. If a 
collision does occur pull over as soon as possible. Make sure you and 
all passengers are ok. Make sure it is safe before you check any vehicle 
damage. Call the police right away if you need assistance. A police 
report is also necessary for insurance claims. 


You should always be aware of pedestrians on all sides of your vehicle. 
You should always yield the right of way and should be prepared to stop 
if necessary. If a plastic bag comes flying your way, slow down and 
allow it to fall to the ground. If something more dangerous is rolling or 
flying toward you, change lanes as soon as it’s safe to do so.

Fe says: “E.L. Doctorow is our Saint for Writers of Literary Synthesis for 
his ability to write, without contradictions, the complex truth and falsity 
inherent in any retelling of our shared history.” 

Edgar Lawrence Doctorow was born in the Bronx and named after Edgar 
Allen Poe by his second-generation Russian Jewish parents. His brilliant first 
novel, Welcome to Hard Times, was inspired by script reading, a job he took for 
a motion picture company after his military service ended. 

Doctorow was then employed as an editor at the New American Library, where 
he worked with Ian Fleming and Ayn Rand, and later at Dial Press, working with 
James Baldwin, Norman Mailer and William Kennedy, among others. In 1969 
he decided to pursue a writing career full-time and instantly won the highest 
possible praise for his fictionalized account of the Julian and Ethel Rosenberg 
trial and execution in The Book of Daniel. 

He went on to write Ragtime, World’s Fair, Billy Bathgate and The March, 
winning countless awards and honors. Many of his novels were made into mov- 
ies, and Ragtime into a Broadway musical. He taught at Yale, the University of 
Utah, UC Irvine and New York University. 

Sag Harbor was a fond and largely summertime second home for Edgar and 
his wife Helen, a novelist and singer.

Elaine Stritch was a legendary American Broadway and TV actress and singer 
who had a home in Sag Harbor. She made her professional stage debut in 1944 
and appeared in numerous stage plays, musicals, feature films and television 
series. She was inducted into the American Theater Hall of Fame in 1995. 

She received four Tony Award nominations: For the William Inge play Bus 
Stop (1956), the Noél Coward musical Sail Away (1962), the Stephen Sondheim 
musical Company (1971) and for the revival of the Edward Albee play A Delicate 
Balance (1996). 

Her one-woman show, Elaine Stritch: At Liberty, won the 2002 Tony Award 
for Best Special Theatrical Event. She starred in the British TV sitcom Two’s 
Company (1975-79), which earned her a 1979 BAFTA TV Award nomination. 
She won an Emmy Award in 1993 for her guest role on Law & Order and an- 
other for the 2004 television documentary of her one-woman show. From 2007 
to 2012, she had a recurring role as Colleen Donaghy on the NBC sitcom 30 
Rock, for which she won a third Emmy in 2007.

In early May, SiriusXM Radio 
announced that “Lunch on the Deck,” 
a weekly program hosted by Jessica 
Ambrose and Bill Evans of 92.1 FM 
WLNG in Sag Harbor, had begun air- 
ing on the Volume Channel 106 Sun- 
days from noon to 2 p.m.

20 years on the West Coast right af- 
ter graduating from Boston College. 
In April of 2019 Evans hired Jessica; 
Colin sponsored her show (deliver- 
ing burritos to the station during the 
broadcast), and “Lunch on the Deck” 
is now being served. 

Ambrose wanted the show to be 
different from any other, so she asked 
her guests to pick the music for the 
show, which turned out to be an in- 
triguing format—offering a deep and 
meaningful profile of people through 
their musical choices. The guests tend 
to tell stories on a more personal lev- 
el, many of which people have never 
heard before. 

Steve Kroft of 60 Minutes told sto- 
ries from his time in Vietnam; Julie 
Andrews spoke about being a child 
actress in vaudeville; former NYC

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Wonder/ Wall: Diverse Projection

ne key aspect of theatrical storytell- 
ing that Bay Street Theater excels 
at is immersion—transporting its audi- 
ence to the famous David Frost interview 
with Richard Nixon or to the harrowing 
Hollywood Blacklist trials of the 1940s 
and ’50s—and it accomplishes this not 
through the enviable acting chops of its 
stars alone, but also through the projec- 
tion designers’ ingenious visual displays 
that elevate the level of immersion to an- 
other level. Now for his curatorial debut 
at the theater, Bay Street Artistic Associ- 
ate Josh Wilder is pushing these behind- 
the-scenes supporting players into the 
spotlight with a new, outdoor video per- 
formance series titled Wonder/Wall. 
Throughout July, Bay Street’s court- 
yard will be transformed into an im- 
mersive storytelling space that marries 
live performance and video projection to 
create an experience unlike anything of- 


fered in Sag Harbor before it. With a new - 


story to experience each week, the the- 
ater will produce four world premieres 
created by five diverse cutting-edge video 
artists. 

“Actors are coming back to the stage, 
but not en masse just yet. And I think 
that this is the perfect opportunity for us 
to see that projection designers are also 
storytellers of the theater,” says Wilder, 
whose background is as a Philadelphia 
playwright and producer. “What’s re- 
ally amazing about it, is that we get to see 


them as the lead character—they’re the 


leading artist of this thing.” 

The idea for Wonder/Wall came to 
Wilder during the pandemic from two 
different sources: From a realization 
that when Broadway and other theaters 


- closed, society fully shifted its focus from 


the stage to the screen; and from the 
Movement Theatre Company, an NYC- 
based company run by young people of 
color, that was highlighting designers at 
that time. 

“It sparked something within me to 
keep following the path that they laid the 
groundwork for,” he says. “Those artists 
are usually the projection designers who 
are creating the spiritual element of the 
piece that we enjoy so much. There's so 
much projection design in the theater, 
but we actually never get an opportunity 
to see the projection designers become 
leading artists.” 

Beginning on Tuesday, July 6, Won- 
der/Wall will run Tuesdays through Sun- 
days from 8:30-—10:30 p.m. Each evening 
features five individual 15-minute per- 
formances, utilizing a live performance 
element that plays out within the immer- 
sive video world surrounding a standing 
audience of 20 individuals. 

The Wonder/Wall roster of participat- 
ing artists include Rasean Davonté John- 
son, Yee Eun Nam, Mike Billings, Brian 
Staton and Brittany Bland. Each week, a 
different artist reimagines the Bay Street 
courtyard to fit their unique vision and 
answer to Wilder's question, “What does

creating four uniquely engaging and re- 


flective video art experiences. 

“T think the most amazing (aspect of 
Wonder/Wall) for me is the diversity, 
honestly. When I was in drama school 
for basically a lot of my life, I didn’t meet 
any projection designers of color until I 
got to undergrad, and even they were 
rare,” Wilder says, adding what a joyous 
experience it has been to see these artists 
bare their souls in this visual medium, 
especially after a year like 2020. “Now 
that we've all been through this trau- 
matic experience as a society of human 
beings, I think that we have no choice 
but to keep continuing to do the work 
of making space for everybody, from all 
backgrounds, from all disciplines and 
from all cultures.” 

From July 6-11, Rasean Davonté 
Johnson presents “We Are in This To- 
gether, as Well as the Stages: Shutdown, 
Crisis, Restart,” which is, quite simply, a 
production that needs to be experienced. 


Designers Dazzle at Bay Street - 


He is the owner of the design studio 
eightinfinitystudio which has been re- 
sponsible for projects such as A Night 
of Wonder in collaboration with sound 
designer and composer Pornchanok 
Kanchanabanca and A Wedding and an 
Ostrich at the Eiffel Tower in collabora- 
tion with Elizabeth Mak.

From July 20-25, audiences will be 
treated to “20,000” by Mike Billings and 
Brian Staton, an irreverent fusion of im- 
agery and text from Jules Verne’s 20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea and the writings 


-of environmentalist Rachel Carson. Bill- 


ings is a New York City-based designer 
who recently designed The West End 
production of The Prince of Egypt. Sta- 
ton is Bay Street’s Associate Production 
Manager and Lighting Supervisor and 
helped produce a moving production of 
The Great Gatsby at the theater. 

Lastly, Brittany Bland’s “Smile” runs 


July 27-31, putting the audience at the — 


center of a Harlem-born photographer’s 
family archive through the use of live 
projection and audio interviews. She 
is a masterful projection designer for 
the stage, whose work often explores 


the concepts of legacy, memory and 


empathy. 

“This is a bold step in a different direc- 
tion for Bay Street, and my hope is that 
it'll continue to go on and that Wonder/ 
Wall will go on to morph into different 
iterations,” Wilder adds. “I hope that 
more communities of color—artists of 
color—continue to make an impact at 
Bay Street, and I hope the reception of 
that is welcoming. ... I’m very excited to 
see [the diverse history of Sag Harbor] be 
reflected in the theater.”

Our Amazing History 


Albert Einstein

rinceton scientist Al- 
bert Einstein rented a 

house on the North Fork for 
the summer of 1939. It was a 
small beach shack on Nassau 
Point in Southold where, at the 
age of 60, he felt he could enjoy the salt 
sea air, sailing his 15-foot sailboat on 
the gentle waters of Peconic Bay—he'd 
brought it with him—and the peace and 
quiet of a rural community. With him 
came his secretary to keep his sched- 
ules and cook his meals, and for much 
of the time his married daughter Lie- 
serl, who visited him and did his shop- 
ping for him. Einstein worked at least 
part of every day advancing his theories 
at a blackboard in the shack’s tiny living 
room. 

Einstein was one of the most famous 
men in the world at this time. Born in 
Germany and raised there and in Swit- 
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im = zerland, he had studied theo- 
» retical physics at school 
; and, while working as a 
federal patent examiner 
in Switzerland, developed 
formulas advancing a whole 
new way of looking at how 
the world works which proved 
Isaac Newton's theories wrong. Ein- 
stein’s new theories shocked the scien- 
tific world. It also sent him off to tour 
the world. In 1921, New York held a 
ticker tape parade up Fifth Avenue in 
his honor. 

Fleeing Hitler’s black shirts attacking 
Jews in 1933, he came to America and 
took a position at Princeton, heading up 
a new division called the Institute for 
Advanced Study. 

What to do for summer vacation? In 
June 1939, he came to the beach shack 
at Nassau Point and worked on a new 
unified theory that he hoped would fur- 
ther explain how the universe works. 


THE ALBERT EINSTEIN BUST AT EINSTEIN

While in Southold, Einstein be- 
friended David Rothman, the owner of 
Rothman’s Department Store on Main 
Street in Southold. Einstein, a trained 
violinist, had learned that Rothman 
and several of his friends played Mo- 
zart and Beethoven in a classical string 


quartet at one or another’s homes in the - 


evening twice a week. Einstein asked 
if he could join them and of course the 
answer was yes. Rothman, delighted to 


have a friendship with Einstein, kept 

a journal of their time together that 

summer. 

In August, several prominent sci- 
entists, seeing that war was looming, 
drove out from New York to visit Ein- 
stein at his little beach house. They had 
written a letter to President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, warning him that the 
Germans were actively trying to build 
an atomic bomb. They felt America 
should have a lab to do that too and 
beat the Germans to the punch. But 
they also felt they needed the famous 
Albert Einstein to sign the letter so it 
would be read by the president. Ein- 
stein signed, and subsequently it was 
read by the president, and so the top 
secret lab in Oak Ridge, Tennessee 
was quickly built and opened. Five 
years later, the lab split the atom and 
got the bomb before the Germans 

could do so. 

Einstein’s visits are memorialized 
in Einstein Square, a small, peaceful 
oasis on Main Street in Southold with 
benches surrounding a pedestal of a 
bust of Einstein. It’s a place, just adja- 
cent to Rothman’s Department Store, 
where a visitor can sit and contemplate 
the universe and the accomplishments 
of this great man.

Cruising on a 50-ft Yacht Around the Hamptons

here is nothing to compare with 
cruising on our bays and harbors. 
Whether by motor or sail, the experi- 
ence gives you a whole different per- 
spective on the Hamptons from what 
you get by driving around. Sunday, 
June 13, was a magnificent sunny 
summer's day and, at the recommen- 
dation of a friend who told us of a par- 
ticular boat that offered an extraordi- 
nary experience, we chartered Pure 
Pleasure a 50-foot luxurious motor 
yacht berthed at Three Mile Harbor 
in Gardiner’s Marina that cruises the 
bays and harbors of the Hamptons. 
There were six of us all together, 
two men and four women, and we were 
met at the gangplank by the captain 
and his mate in their full dress whites. 
After boarding, we assembled on the 
covered aft deck dining area—a round 
_ table that could seat eight, already set 
up with gold-plated silverware and 
monogrammed linen napkins for our 
upcoming leisurely lunch for six—and 
were given a brief captain’s safety talk 
about the rules aboard ship. The yacht 
could accommodate 13 passengers 
with additional crew members. Cham- 
pagne corks were then popped and we 
clinked glasses and saluted one anoth- 
er. Captain Charles Giambalvo then 
gave those of us interested a full tour of 
this magnificent 50-foot motor yacht. 
On the bow, where cushions were set 
up for sunbathing, speakers playing 
Frank Sinatra’s “New York, New York,” 
set the scene. Steps going down from 
the dining area led to a sunlit teak sa-

lon living room with sofas, club chairs, 
barstools and a big screen TV. Then 
further down past a galley he showed 
us this grand stateroom with a double 
bed and headboard. Up top on a sec- 
ond floor was the enclosed captain’s 
flybridge with a panoramic view of the 
water in every direction. 

The four women—Vicki Schneps- 
Yunis, Lois Christie, Chris Wasser- 
stein and Adele Enlander—went off to 
sunbathe on the bow, and Dr. Derek 
Enlander and I sat down in the dining 


_area to discuss, among other things, 


the meaning of life. Then the twin 


600-horsepower diesel engines rum- . 


bled to life, and we were off. 

Coming up the harbor at the speed 
limit of 5 knots, we passed harborside 
beaches with sunbathers, magnificent 
homes, marinas and restaurants, in- 
cluding the new Si Si restaurant where 
Dan’s Papers held Dan’s Chefs of the 
Hamptons on June 24. Then it was 
out into Gardiners Bay, making good 
speed toward Sag Harbor. 

During the cruise, I joined the cap- 
tain on the flybridge. With three de- 
grees, in electrical engineering, tele- 
communications and business, he had 
been the CEO of an Israeli subsidiary 
company before retiring to live the 
life of a charter yacht captain. He had 
bought the boat nine years earlier. He 
and his wife, Karen, who'd had a career 
in real estate and international travel 
consulting after becoming a national 
gymnastics champion and judge, lived 
aboard it in the guest off-limits aft 
master stateroom, and ran charters 
out of Palm Beach and Naples in the

winter and the Hamptons in the sum- 


mer. They have two grown children. 

I asked if he’d had well-known cli- 
ents and he said yes, but he couldn't 
tell me because of professional cour- 
tesy.

The charter was for a man with a 
bodyguard who was the founder of a 
popular search engine company, the 
captain told me. “He and his wife and 
guests had so enjoyed the cruise that 
on their way back in, he asked me to 
turn the yacht around and go back out 
for several more hours.

mingle among some of the large 150- 
foot privately owned megayachts. Then 
it was a grand lunch on our way back 
home. 

Pure Pleasuse has three paddle- 
boards, as well as rafts, onboard for 
swimming off the stern and inner tub- 
ing for those who care to get towed 
along through the spray at 25 knots or 
more behind the tender. 

The whole event put a smile on my 
face for the rest of the day.

When it came time to extract 
the mixture into containers I, for some 
reason, pulled the dispensing spigot 
way too quickly and ended up with 
roughly 20kg of lime curd all over my 
chef jacket, pants and shoes.

In Avignon, at Hotel La Mirande, I 
attended a chef's table dinner which 
ended with a baked peach. It 
was such a simple dessert, 
the peach had been slath- 
ered in honey and cov- 
ered in verbena leaves 
then baked until tender, 
and it perfectly cap- 
tured the flavor of the 
herbs and honey. It over- 
whelmed me with its subtle 
sweetness and flavors, I’ve tried 
to recreate the dish at home, but noth- 
ing can compare to that perfect peach. 


What recent travels have you 


taken that have inspired you? 

It’s been quite a while since I trav- 
eled—and I think it’s that isolation 
and stationery state which led me to

“What’s more, our own- 
ers care deeply about using organic 
ingredients.”

MES many-dimen- 
sional John Leguizamo has 
just launched a live one-person 
show in conjunction with Cooper 
Union in lower Manhattan, “Ghetto 
Nerd Power,” which can be watched 
on YouTube—one of his efforts dur- 
ing COVID. “It’s teaching you what 
not to do ... all the mistakes I made 
... turning down different parts ... 
teaching you not to fight with lead 
actors in movies ...” 

Bogota, Columbia native Le- 
guizamo, his wife, Justine Maurer 
and their two children have been 
spending most of their COVID time 
in Amagansett, with visits to their 
Manhattan home. “My wife grew 
up in Westhampton ... as an artist, 
I like the ‘artsy scene’. In Amagan- 
sett, people are far away from you 
but it is a little community as well.” 

Restaurant sightings for Leguiza- 
mo could include: i] Buco in Mon- 
tauk, Fresno in East Hampton (Le- 
guizamo recommends their drinks 
and fish!), Mitad Del Mundo Café in 
East Hampton for Spanish food and 
La Fondita in Amagansett. 

Leguizamo’s reputation through- 
out movies, plays and television of- 
fers abundant versatility with com- © 
edy and humor roles to deep drama 
where he’s interpreting thugs, crim- 
inals and complex heavies. “Part 
of it has been Hollywood putting 
people of color in certain negative 
roles ... I always try to make the best 
of it. When I studied with Lee Stras- 
berg, I studied ‘The Method’ and 
the biggest lesson: Research. This is 
how I do my best work, when I am 
researching people who are like the 
character I am playing ... mannerisms, 
lingo ... inhabiting their soul.” 

“For example,” Leguizamo elabo- 
rates, “when I was preparing for Car- 
lito’s Way, I spent a lot of time with 
NYC gangsters ... I did runs with them 
... it was kind of stupid because I put my 
life in danger not realizing it at the time 
... | was young, foolish and thought I 
was invincible! I figured since I was a 
celebrity—they’re not going to hurt me 
... Wrong!” 

“When I played Emir Abreu in The 
Infiltrator playing an FBI undercover 
cop, I spent a lot of time with the cre- 
ator of the role who was an FBI investi-

gator and the real-life person I was 
portraying ... asking questions ...

When asked about current NYC 
living, Leguizamo evokes a romantic 
rebel zest growing up in the 1970s in 
several Queens neighborhoods in- 
cluding Jackson Heights: “NYC was 
bankrupt, stagflation was in effect. 
' Still, New York was the most cre- 
ative it has ever been, like the cre- 
ative cradle of civilization, the cross 
pollination of all arts ... the birth of 
hip-hop, the birth of punk, the birth 
of Off-Broadway, the birth of disco, 
the birth of breakdancing, graffiti 
became an art form, all the singers 
were here, all the writers and poets 


everything was happening here ... 
you felt it ... you met someone every- 
day who just opened up your eyes 
and your world ... it was an incred- 
‘ible time ... NYC has now lost that. 
NYC is kind of sterile ... NYC has to 
be an affordable hub where all of us

Studying at Murry Bergtrau 
High School in lower Manhattan, 
Leguizamo started performing 
stand-up comedy routines for fel- 
low students. He later attended 
classes at the NYU Tisch School 
and at C.W. Post in Nassau County. 
“My philosophy and history profes- 
sors at Post were electric, motivat- 
ing me.” 
Leguizamo’s advice and mentor- 
. ing for emerging acting talent: “You 
can’t take ‘no’ for an answer. I started 
performing at house parties making 
people laugh—they would crack up 
about my different characters. Then I 
moved up to performance arts spaces. 
You have to find your own situation, 
writing, creating your own stuff. Hol- 
lywood or Broadway isn’t coming to 
you, you have to create your own.” 
Leguizamo just sold his first comic 
book series to Image Comics. He re- 
cently returned from London where 
he shot an Amazon series, The Power. 
“I still want to write ‘the great Ameri- 
can play’ a la Eugene O’Neill or Arthur 
Miller,” he adds.

Anthony Bourdain: 
The Renegade Chef 


BY ANNIE WILKINSON 


AT Bourdain was a famous chef and re- 
spected journalist who was accessible and 
willing to rewrite—“an editor’s dream,” wrote Ruth 
Reichl, longtime Gourmet editor and former New 
York Times restaurant critic. 

His friend Eric Ripert, Le Bernardin executive 
chef and co-owner; told People, “He was an excep- 
tional human being, so inspiring and generous. One 
of the great storytellers of our time who connected 
with so many.” 

But Bourdain was also an abrasive and arrogant 
renegade who slammed his fellow top TV food per- 


sonalities, from Guy Fieri to Rachael Ray. A profes- - 


sional annoyance. A curmudgeon. 

He was called awkward and withdrawn; Reichl 
observed, “Behind that swagger, there was always 
that tortured shy guy.” 

Bourdain was all of these, with conflicting emo- 
tions competing to dominate his personality. Which 
one won? He secreted that truth away when he com- 
mitted suicide. 


DOING NOTHING ON LI 


As executive chef in Manhattan’s finest restau- 
rants, popular television host and jet-setter, “Tony” 
Bourdain defined the term “celebrity chef.” It was as 
though he was possessed by an unstoppable demon 
of adventure, which drove him to try every dish and 
travel anywhere. : 

But his favorite vacation meant doing nothing on 
Long island every August, relaxing in “an area of the 
Hamptons that none of the cool people go to and I 
never see anyone I know,” he told the Boston Globe. 

The icon took “an indecent pleasure in feigning 
normalcy,” he told Drift Travel. Starting in 2012, 
he did “the suburban dad thing,” loading up the car 
with luggage and heading out east with his third 
wife, Ottavia, and their 7-year-old daughter Ariane. 
As northjersey.com reported, he said he was happy 
with “a pile of to-be-read books, a hammock and a 
nice, warm body of water,” in a place with no parties 
or openings—“It’s mostly old people and golfers.” 

He posed with Ripert for Hamptons magazine 
in 2012 at Shelter Island’s Sunset Beach, appeared 
at East Hampton’s Guild Hall in 2014 in Stirring 
the Pot: Conversations with Culinary Celebrities 
and studied jiu jitsu with champion Lucas Lepri. 
He drove, shopped at farm stands and said his life 
was ruled by a 7-year-old, telling northjersery.com 
in 2016, “A child changes everything. I don’t drink 
or smoke as heavily as I used to because I have a 
responsibility to her to at least try to stay alive a little 
longer.” 

He cooked steamer clams, to remind himself of 
his Jersey Shore childhood vacations.

in 1956 in New York City; his mother Gladys (G.S.) 
Bourdain was a New York Times copy editor on the 
culture and metropolitan desks and his father Pierre 
Bourdain was a classical music recording industry 


executive. The family vacationed in Montauk and 


crossed the Atlantic aboard the Queen Mary, visit- 
ing relatives in France. 

He later recalled in his 2000 blockbuster memoir 
Kitchen Confidential: Adventures in the Culinary 
Underbelly that it was as a fourth-grader aboard 
the luxury liner that he became conscious of enjoy- 
ing food—specifically, “vichysoisse, a basic potato- 
leek soup that held the delightful surprise of being 
cold.” 

After high school and several lackluster years at 
Vassar College, he graduated from the Culinary In- 
stitute of America in 1958. He paid his dues, shuck- 
ing oysters, washing dishes and studying Cape Cod 
chefs. 

Throughout the 1990s his minute attention to de- 
tail drew Manhattan diners to the Rainbow Room, 
One Fifth Avenue and the Brasserie Les Halles 
restaurants. Major TV series followed, including 
Anthony Bourdain: No Reservations and Parts 
Unknown; starting in 2010, he received numerous 
nominations and wins from the Emmy Awards and 
the James Beard Foundation. 

In Parts Unknown, he turned the focus away 
from himself, sharing discoveries and interviews 
at unassuming restaurants serving unusual dishes. 
One conversation was with then-president Barack 


Obama in Vietnam, in 2016. They discussed Ameri- 
can and Vietnam politics, Obama’s last months in 
office and being a father. 

Obama described their $6 meal on Twitter: “Low 
plastic stool, cheap but delicious noodles, cold Ha- 
noi beer. That’s how I'll remember Tony. He taught 
us about food—but more importantly, about its 
ability to bring us together. To make us a little less 
afraid of the unknown.” 


“THAT TORTURED SHY GUY” 

Despite his success. his low self-esteem persisted. 
“I should’ve died in my 20s,” he told Biography, 
referring to his cocaine and heroin addictions. “I 
feel like I’ve stolen a car—a really nice car—and I 
keep looking in the rearview mirror for flashing 
lights.” 

His grueling travel and filming schedule helped 
end his marriage in 2016. He told People that 
living the dream was costly, but rejected retire- 
ment: “I just think I’m just too nervous, neurotic, 
driven ... I might have deluded myself into think- 
ing that I'd be happy in a hammock or gardening. 
But no, I’m quite sure I can’t.” 

On camera, he told viewers, “... I find myself in a 
spiral of depression that can last for days.” He sought 
psychotherapy in Argentina for his dark moods. 

He was 61 when he hanged himself in a Paris hotel 
room on June 8, 2018.

‘Shoulders of Giants’ 


Artist's series 
honors those who 
came before

lhe Hamptons is, filled with art 
shows. But this one was different. 
“Magical” was the operative word. 

If you were part of the powerful 
Pride exhibit and fundraiser that pre- 
sented artist Rachel Wilkins and her 
series Shoulders of Giants at the Chase 
Edwards Contemporary Gallery in 
Bridgehampton on June 20, you knew 
something larger than life was happen- 
ing here. 

For Wilkins, an artist of 20-plus 
years who was named “40 under 40” by 
LGBTQ business leaders, and a Woman 
of Influence in 2016 by the New York 
Business Journal, the day was “emo- 
tional” as she stood outside the gallery 
next to a large mixed media piece she 
created of Edie Windsor, the civil rights 
activist, LGBTQ+ icon and longtime 
Southampton resident who famously 
lead the U.S. Supreme Court challenge 
that ultimately lead to legalizing same- 
sex marriage in the United States. 

“I couldn't help but feel Edie’s pres- 
ence ... it felt like an incredible honor 
to be able to stand there and be part of 
that,” says Wilkins. 

It was Edie Windsor’s birthday, which 
in itself is cause for celebration. 

New York State attorney Letitia 
James gave a rousing speech invoking 
hope and the importance of defending 
our democracy and reminding the di- 
verse (by. Hamptons standards) crowd 
that “we are in this in together.” 

New York State Assemblyperson Re- 
becca Seawright was on hand to present 
a proclamation declaring June 20 “Edie 
Windsor Day” in the State of New York. 

Windsor’s surviving spouse, Judith 
Kasen-Windor, who presented the art- 
ist and fundraiser, joined with Town 
Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, to talk 
about the legacy of Edie and the Wind- 
sor Heart Project at Southampton Town 
Hall, where a series of interlocking 
stones where marriages take place can

be purchased and personally engraved 
to support the Edie Windsor Health 
Care Center in Hampton Bays. 

For Wilkins, the moment was not just 
artful, it was deeply personal. 

“It felt like a full circle moment for 
me, having been through what my wife 
and I went through with Edie—to be 
included in the gallery and in the proc- 
lamation, and to have my named on the 
citation for the statewide Edie Windsor 
Day—that was a surprise that totally 
blew me away,” says Wilkins. 

We hear a lot about Edie Windsor, es- 
pecially this time of year. And rightly so. 

By taking on the Defense of Mar- 
riage Act and suing the United States 
Government (and winning in 2013) af- 
ter she was hit with a huge inheritance 
tax bill after her longtime partner and 
spouse Thea Spyer died, Windsor’s win 
effectively set the stage that led directly 
to the 2015 Court decision legalizing 
gay marriage across the country in the 


case of Obergefell vs. Hodges. 

It was a life-changing moment for 
millions of Americans and a case that 
had Rachel Wilkins and her spouse 
Jennifer Blum riveted. 

Much like Windsor and Spyer, the 
couple had had their own challenges to 
the Defense of Marriage Act. 

“We met 10 years ago, in Park Slope— 
like any good lesbians,” joked Wilkins, 
who was born in the United Kingdom. 
“We quickly fell in love and married 
right after Marriage Equality had been 
passed in New York (in 2011).” 

When the couple tried to apply for 
Wilkins to get her green card, it was an 
eye-opening experience. And no joke. 

“We had a lot of friends, also bi- 
national couples, straight friends, who 
werent having any trouble getting 
their green cards,” recalls Wilkins. “We 
didn’t give it any thought.” The law at 
the time had other ideas. 

“Because the Defense of Marriage Act

defined marriage as between one man 
and one woman, our marriage would 
not be federally recognized and this 
meant, among 7,000 other laws, that - 
Jen would not be able to sponsor me for 
immigration because immigration was 
federal,” she says. “Our life was here— 
my wife is an attorney, her practice is 
here, and she has aging parents,” adds 
Wilkins. : 

The couple was “left with the horror 
of limbo” as Wilkins’ visa had run out. 
Would they have to move to another 
country or risk Wilkins “out of status?” 
They took the risk. 

They watched the documentary 
about Edie and Thea called A Very 
Long Engagement on Netflix and fol- 
lowed Windsor’s case, as it wound its 
way through the courts and ultimately 
to victory at the Supreme Court. In 
2015, when gay marriage became the 
law of the land, Wilkins and Blum were 
able to successfully apply for Rachel's

citizenship, as their union was finally 
federally recognized. 

For Wilkins, the connection to Edie 
Windsor and how she had impacted 
her life stuck with her. 

In March of 2020, when the pan- 
demic forced shut the arts business 
Wilkins had created and focused on 
for the past 10 years called Concep- 
tion Arts—which helps artists navigate 

opportunities and events across the 
country—Wilkins “returned to the stu- 
dio” where “her heart is.” 

She wanted to create a work of art 
that was “meaningful and thoughtful 
... something that is going to resonate 
with you,” recalls Wilkins. 

“T said, ‘You know, I’m going to doa 
painting of Edie’. It was originally for 
my wife’s law office ... she wanted a 
painting of Edie there. ... So I created 
the piece, shared it on social media and 
Judith (Kasen-Windsor—who married 
Edie Windsor in 2015. Windsor died 
suddenly in 2017) saw it in May 2020. 
We connected, she loved it and she 
ended up buying the piece—much to 
my wife's delight and disappointment,” 
says Wilkins laughing. 

Wilkins continued with the project, 
working for eight weeks straight to 


create “30 Heroes for 30 Days” for the 
month of Pride—mixed media images 


- of “a broad spectrum of icons, heroes 


and people who were change makers 
who helped to move the needle for- 
ward for LGBTQ people in terms of 
visibility and rights, including Larry 
Kramer, Elton John, Pete Buttigieg, 
and Barbara Giddins,” says Wilkins. 
She partnered with the LGBTQ Task 
force and donated 50% of sales last 
year to the cause. 

Then “a couple of months ago” 
Kasen-Windsor asked Wilkins if she 
wanted to do a show in the Hamptons. 
She connected Wilkins with curator 
MAGO who “was the point person with 
the gallery,” and out of the 30 Heroes 
for 30 Days project, the Shoulders of 
Giants show was born. 

“Judith has been an amazing advo- 
cate, she has gone above and beyond 
with this project and I wouldn't be do- 
ing any of it without her support,” says 
Wilkins, who also ‘spent the weekend 
with her spouse “at Edie Windsor’s 
house” which “Judith kindly opened 
up to us ... an incredible experience. 
I’m so humbled and grateful for the 
whole experience,” adds Wilkins. 

The show at Chase Edwards fea- 


tures eight large (4 x 3’), mixed me- 
dia pieces (five LGBTQ heroes: Edie 
Windsor, Marsha P. Johnson, Sylvia 
Rivera, Harvey Milk, David Mixner) 
and a wall/grid of nine smaller pieces, 
plus depictions of “Don’t Postpone 
Joy” (a favorite saying of Edie Wind- 
sor’s) and Harvey Milks’ “Hope Will 
Never Be Silenced.” 

“I was deeply moved by Rachel's 
work,” says Bonnie Edwards, the gal- 
lery’s owner. “Her power is in her pas- 
sion which exudes onto the canvas; it 
is truly very deep and meaningful for 
her—and you can see it in her work.” 

Wilkins’ piece of Windsor uses “an 
image of Edie that was featured in 
TIME magazine,” says Wilkins. “It is 
a really bold, striking image that I dis- 
torted in Photoshop, and then I create 
these kinds of backgrounds that I feel 
are fitting for the person I’m profil- 
ing ... So some images of the Supreme 
Court are in there. ... I had a lot of fun 
with it—a kind of mismatch of all the 
styles that I have explored during my 
career: A bit of digital work, mixed 
media and a kind of intuitive abstract 
painting that I’m always drawn to.” 

In the series, Wilkins wanted the 
icons to be “standing in the same 
position—standing proud and facing 
forward,” which meant “starting with 
a baseline photograph and then actu- 
ally creating a body and style of dress 
that match the time,” she says. 

As the project evolved, Wilkins 
felt the pieces “needed to be used as 
educational pieces, or at least show 
people of my generation and younger 
who went before ... the whole idea 
of standing on the shoulders of gi- 
ants—to understand who these people 
were,” she says. 

A book proposal ‘is in the works 
with an added element: A collection 
of thank you letters Wilkins asked 
members of the LGBTQ+ community 
to write expressing thanks to their 
personal heroes that Wilkins will pair 
with the artwork. 


For Wilkins, the gallery show on 


Edie Windsor Day is a memory that 
lives on: 

“Tt wasn’t all about me, that show... 
this is a moment for all the commu- 
nity to celebrate.”

M itchell Draizin is more than just 
a successful business person 
and a political powerhouse, he is a bea- 
con of advocacy for countless causes 
and nonprofits that advance progress 
locally and nationally. 

Draizin’s most notable philanthropic 
endeavors are within the LGBTQ+ 
community. 

As one of the most visible LGBTQ+ 
advocates in the New York metro- 
politan region, Draizin has developed 
relationships with LGBTQ+ elected 
officials and changemakers on the lo- 
cal, state and federal level, including 
New York State Senator Brad Hoylman, 
New York State Assemblyperson Debo- 
rah Glick, United States Congressman 
Ritchie Torres, New York City Council- 
man Danny Dromm and New York City 
Council Speaker Corey Johnson. 

His ability to catalyze progress and 
advance the needs of the underserved, 
landed him on the 2020 “Pride Power 
100” list by the city and state of New 
York—a coveted list of New York’s most 
influential political figures, activists, 
advocates and elected officials. 

Draizin’s philanthropic portfolio is 
diverse and varied, only superseded by 
his volunteerism. He is actively involved 
with the City University of New York 
(CUNY) LGBTQ Leadership program, of 
which he is a co-founder, and also serves 
on the Boards of Directors of the Con- 
gressional Award Foundation, the New 
Leaders Council, the Williams Institute, 
the Housing Rights Initiative and the 
American LGBTQ+ History and Cul- 
tural Museum Project in addition to the 
Board of the NYC Economic Corporation. 


A person who embodies the expres- | 


sion “paying it forward,” Draizin’s main 
goal in life is to help build a founda- 
tion for progress, equality, equity and 
fairness, to continue into the future. 

Draizin created, volunteers at and also 
teaches a financial empowerment and 


literacy program for students at CUNY, 
and is the Chair of the New York State 
Comptroller’s task force with 15. other 


business leaders, composed of educa- - 


tional and financial leaders who help 
improve financial education for New 
Yorkers from Buffalo to Montauk. 

When asked what keeps him going, 
Mitchell says: “Equity and social jus- 
tice—I work to advance equity through 
providing opportunities. 

“What motivates me is for the youth 
to lead successful and meaningful lives,” 
says Draizin. As a member of the Advi- 
sory Board of the Mayor's Fund for New 
York City, Draizin has supported the 
creation of a manual which is relevant 
and important to the success of young 
LGBTQ+ New Yorkers and their career 
paths. The manual is also important to 
the thousands of middle and small sized 
companies who want to recruit qualified 
employees, but in many cases are inhib- 
ited from reaching out to the LGBTQ+ 
community because of a lack of under- 
standing or knowledge of how to engage 
and communicate with its members. 

Draizin was particularly relevant 
throughout the 2020 Presidential elec- 
tion among the Democratic candidates 
for President of the United States, given 
his close ties with both Joe Biden and 
Pete Buttigieg (who has since made his- 
tory as the first gay man to hold a major 
role in a_ presidental administration's 
cabinet). 

As a notable advisor to Joe Biden's 
Presidential Campaign on LGBTQ+ is- 
sues, as well as one of its financial back- 
ers, Draizin was a regular in political dis- 
cussions and appeared in the The New 
York Times, among other national publi- 
cations, for his involvement in the Demo- 
cratic nomination process. Draizin is 
also the co-founder of the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee 
LGBT Council, which has broad reach 


in electing Democratic candidates to the - 


House of Representatives across all 50 
states.

“Out of the Council, grew the Congres- 
sional Equality PAC, and soon coming is 
the Congressional Equality Institute. All 
are designed to educate and encourage 
LGBTQ+ voters to register and educate 
the general population on all LGBTQ+ 


“issues, ” emphasizes Draizin. 


Outside of the Beltway and New. 
York City’s grid, Mitch Draizin is a Sag 
Harbor resident and one who has been 
tremendously active in local affairs. He 
serves on the Advisory Board of the Suf- 
folk County Boy and Girl Scouts, where 
he helps with recruitment of the Board 
of Directors, helped secure funding 
from the private sector and the state of 
New York, as well as promoting the Con- 
gressional Award Foundation among 
their youth. 

Draizin can often be seen alongside 
the East End’s political elite including 
Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman, Suffolk County Legis- 
lator Bridget Fleming, as well as with 
many of our most high profile and note- 
worthy neighbors. 

“I am very interested, as are my peers, 
in affordable rental housing for Senior 
LGBT folks. For the last eight or nine 
years I have worked with Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone and David 
Kilmnick the CEO of the LGBT Network 
to identify a location, locate a developer 
partner and the financing to create an 
LGBT Senior Affordable Rental prop- 
erty in Bay Shore, composed of 80 living 
units and a common area,” says Draizin.

“Through the collective work of so many 
advocates, financers and government 
leaders, we were able to get this done 
for Suffolk County and Long Island,” he 
adds. The affordable housing location 
will now be in Bay Shore. 

He is also “very proud to bea support- 
er of the Heart Project of the Edie Wind- 
sor Health Center in Hampton Bays.”
